Many  of  The  military  papers  prepared 
by  staff  aides  shnwcfl  deletions  which  offi- 


cials said  were  made  for  security  reasons. 
In  addition,  the  •‘•ale  department  said 
there  were  a "llmlte<l  number  of  omlaslgns" 
to  avoid  “needless  offense"  to  nationalities 
or  individuals. 

As  far  a*  the  results  of  the  historic 
Yalta  conference  are  concerned,  there  was 
little,  if  anything,  new  m the  papers.  The 
agreements  reached  have  all  been  made 
public  yeats  ago 

What  was  new  were  details  of  the  argu- 
ments President  Roosevelt.  Prime  Minister 
rhurchill  and  Stalin  pre.sented  to  each 
other,  the  way  they  talked  to  each  other, 
and  the  manoeuvrings  of  three  leaders 
shaping  the  future  of  the  post  war  world. 
In  that  respect  the  pafiers  are  a mine  for 
the  historian  and  analyst  of  the  momentous 
events 

The  papers  noted  that  Roosevelt  said  a 
plan  whereby  Russia  obtained  two  extra 
votes  in  the  I’nlte*!  Nations  was  "very  em- 
barra.ssing  to  me"  This  arrangement  was 
kept  secret  lor  a while,  but  later  became 
known. 

At  another  point  Roosevelt  expresse*! 
the  hope  Britain  would  return  Hong  Kong 
to  China  -a  hope  that  never  materlallied. 

A spokesman  for  The  British  foreign 
office  Indicated  Wednesday  night  In  London 
(hat  the  Churchill  government  still  feels 
publication  of  the  secret  documeni.s  is  un- 
desirable at  this  time.

He,  Sialin  and  Roosevelt  and  their  aides 
met  then  to  dlwuss  the  fate  of  (Jerman>. 
the  future  of  ensfem  Furope.  the  formation 
of  the  linited  Nations  and  the  general  prog- 
ress of  the  war. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Big  Three  was 
spent  on  (German  problems.  In  a session 
on  Fchruarj’  5,  Siailn  raised  the  question  of 
whether  Germany,  once  defeated,  ahould 
be  dismembered. 

He  recalled  that  the  subject  had  come 
up  at  the  earlier  Tehran  conference  and 
“said  that  at  Tehran  the  president  had 
proposed  the  division  of  Germany  Into  five 
parts." 

Stalin  added  that  in  a meeting  at  Mos- 
cow  with  the  prime  minister  they  had  dis- 
cussed tha  possibility  of  dividing  Germany 
Into  two  parts,  with  Prussia  on  the  one 
hand  and  Bavaria  and  Austria  on  the  other, 
with  the  Ruhr  and  Westphalia  under  inter- 
national control.  He  said  he  thought  this 
plan  was  fea.sihle  but  that  no  decision  had 
been  taken  since  the  president  was  not 
there  . . . 

Roosevelt  said  That  he  personally  "was 
In  favor  of  dismemberment." 

However,  the  agreement  never  came  to 
fruition  In  actual  policy  applied  to  Ger- 
many; the  post  war  split  between  Russia 
and  the  Western  powers  led  to  the  un- 
planned division  of  Germany  between  Fjiat 
and  West  and  the  creation  of  the  Kastern 
and  Western  German  atatea  which  now 
exist. 


*rhe  agreements  of  the  Yalta  conference 
have  been  In  political  contniversy  in  the 
I'nIted  .'^laten  slmnst  from  the  moment  the 
conference  ended. 

In  general  the  controversy  resulted  from 
charges  that  Roosevelt  made  undue  con- 
cessions which  gave  Stalin  a new  strategic 
position  in  the  Far  East  and  iiermlUtHl 
(^nviet-Tommunist  domination  of  eastern 
Europe  fnim  the  Baltic  to  the  Black  .Sea. 

In  suggesting  Hong  Kong  go  to  China. 
Roosevelt  had  expressed  the  hope  It  could 
then  bwime  an  Iniemaflonalixed  free  port. 

The  records  show  that  Roosevelt  "knew 
Mr  Churchill  would  have  strong  objections 
to  this  suggestion." 

It  was  at  Yalta  that  Russia  agreed  to 
enter  the  war  against  Japan  in  two  or 
three  months  after  the  defeat  of  Germany. 
Russia  actually  entered  Just  about  a week 
before  Japan  surrendered.

Prime  Minister  Churchill  Is  the  onlv 
aiirviving  member  of  the  Big  Three  who  mel 
ai  the  Russian  Crimean  resort  of  Yalta  in 
February.  1IM5. 

Hr,  'itaUn  and  Roosevelt  and  their  aides 
met  then  to  dlvuss  the  fate  of  Oermanv. 
the  future  of  eastern  Kuroj»e.  Ihe  formation 
of  the  I'nlted  Nation*  and  the  general  prog- 
ress of  the  war. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Big  Three  waa 
spent  on  Orman  problem*.  In  a seaslon 
on  February  5.  Stalin  ral*ed  the  queatlon  of 
whether  Germany,  once  defeated,  ahould 
be  dismembered. 

He  recalled  that  the  subject  had  come 
up  at  the  earlier  Tehran  conference  and 
"said  that  at  Tehran  the  president  had 
proposed  the  division  of  Germany  into  five 
part.*.’’ 

Stalin  added  that  in  a meeting  at  Mos- 
cow with  the  prime  minister  they  had  dis- 
cussed the  pos-slblllty  of  dividing  Germany 
Into  two  part*,  with  Prussia  on  the  one 
hand  and  Bavaria  and  Austria  on  the  other, 
with  the  Ruhr  and  Westphalia  under  Inter- 
national control.  He  said  he  thought  this 
plan  wa*  fea.slble  but  that  no  decision  had 
been  taken  since  the  president  was  not 

there ...  .... 

Roosevelt  said  that  he  personally  was 

In  favor  of  dismemberment.’' 

However,  the  agreement  never  came  to 
fruHlon  In  actual  policy  applied  to  <>r- 
many;  the  postwar  split  between  Ru«-la 
and  the  Western  powers  leil  to  the  un- 
planned diviston  of  Germany  between  East 
and  West  and  Ihe  creation  of  the  Kastem 
and  Western  Orman  slalea  which  now 
exist. 


The  Agreemenu  nf  the  Yalta  conferen»'e 
have  been  in  poUt:-al  controversy  In  ‘he 
I niied  States  almost  from  the  moment  the 
conference  ended. 

In  general  ihe  controversy  resulie*!  from 
charges  that  Roosevelt  made  undue  con- 
reasion-s  which  gave  Stalin  a new  strategic 
position  in  Ihe  Far  East  and  permitted 
S#ivlei-Communlat  domination  of  eastern 
Kumpe  from  the  Baltic  to  the  Black  .Sea. 

In  auggeatlng  Hong  Kong  go  to  Cbln^ 
Roosevelt  had  expressed  the  hope  It  could 
then  become  sn  Intematlnnsllred  free  port. 

The  records  show  that  Roosevelt  ’’knew 
Mr.  Churchill  would  have  strong  objections 
to  this  fuggestion." 

Tt  was  at  Yalta  that  Russia  agreed  to 
enter  Ihe  war  against  Japan  In  two  or 
three  months  after  the  defeat  of  Germany. 
Rus-sla  actually  entered  jual  about  a week 
before  Japan  surrendered.

Prime  Minister  tTturchill  Is  the  only 
surviving  member  of  the  Big  Three  who  met 
ai  the  Russian  Crimean  resort  of  Yalta  in 
February,  19l!>. 

He.  Stalin  and  Roosevelt  and  their  aides 
met  then  lo  discuss  the  fate  of  t Germany, 
the  future  of  eastern  Furope.  the  formation 
of  the  t’nlied  Nations  and  the  general  prog 
ress  of  the  war 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Big  Three  was 
spent  on  German  problems.  In  a session 
on  February  5.  Stalin  raised  the  queallon  of 
whether  Germany,  once  defeated,  should 
be  dismembered 

He  recalled  that  the  subject  had  come 
up  at  the  earlier  Tehran  conference  and 
“said  that  at  Tehran  the  president  had 
proposed  the  division  of  Get  many  into  five 
parts.” 

Stalin  added  that  In  a meeting  at  Mos- 
cow with  the  prime  minister  they  had  dis- 
cussed the  possibility  of  dividing  Germany 
Into  two  parts,  with  Prussia  on  the  one 
hand  and  Bavaria  snd  Austria  on  the  other, 
with  the  Ruhr  and  Westphalia  under  Inter- 
national  contnd.  He  said  he  thought  this 
plan  was  feasihle  but  that  no  decision  had 
been  taken  since  the  president  was  not

Roosevelt  said  that  he  personally  was 
in  favor  of  dismemberment 

However,  the  agreement  never  came  to 
fruition  In  actual  policy  applied  to  Ger- 
many: the  postwar  split  between  Rus>-la 
and  the  Western  powers  led  to  the  un- 
planned division  of  Germany  between  Ka.at 
and  West  and  the  creation  nf  the  fUstem 
and  Western  German  states  which  now 
exist.
